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BETTING IN ADELAIDE

WENTY-FIVE years a resident of Adelaide, I 
never thought I would have seen the City of 
Churches come to this. A doubles tote that puts 
through half a million a year! Betting shops in 
every busy street, and 225 throughout the 
State. . . Betting everywhere. . . on everything! 
But didn’t this go on before? 
The opposing element might 
don’t I know it did. 

The simple difference is that now it is con- 
trolled, carried on under official supervision, and 
brings in a revenue to the State that might be 
anything up to £100,000 annually. 

There is not a greater amount of betting, but 
a lot of money grows for the State Treasury now 
where none grew before. 

The license of town betting by the Government 
had two enemies, the religious section, on moral 
grounds; and the interested racing section, on the 
contention that, while their clubs were providing 
the medium upon which such betting took place, 
their unpatronized meetings were becoming 
profitless and futile. 

But the South Australian system overcame 
both. Betting had gone on for so long, despite 
all attempts to suppress it, that the South Aus- 
tralian Government decided to control it. And in 
order also to rope in local betting on its own 
races, and safeguard the clubs concerned from 
loss incurred through people not going to the 
course, it put on a turnover tax, to be shared 
between the Government and the race clubs. 

That turnover tax of 2 per cent, on all takings 
of bookmakers, whether they bet on the course or 
in town, is divided between the clubs and the 
Government, the clubs getting 60 per cent, and 
the Government 40 per cent, after the Betting 
Control Board takes out its one-fifth for adminis- 
tration expenses, salaries, etc. 

As far as can be seen, it is an admirable ar- 
rangement. 

The City of Adelaide has its 29 betting shops. 
It was funny to see the first, where thousands 
rushed the place at its opening in January, and 
almost created riots in the rush to get on. But 
that first experimental attempt taught the Board 
what was necessary. In another week six shops 
were in operation. Now there are 29 in the city 
of Adelaide, 101 in the suburbs, and 95 in the 
country, and all are going hammer and tongs on 
race days. In some, a number of bookmakers 
compete, but others are run by an individual. He 
must either bet the official odds wired through 
from the course where the meeting is being held, 
or he must settle at starting price or tote odds. 
Where a couple of bookies operate in opposition 
they may quote over the odds if they like, to at- 
tract business from a rival. But they must not 
quote under. 

Thus the punter gets a square deal, and does 
now with the full countenance of the law what 
he used to do in fear of arrest or a fine. And 
from his bet the Government gets a revenue. 

So that there will be no spoiling of a meeting 
of a country club, the shops may not open at any 
place within 10 miles of the scene of any such 
fixture, except under special provision. That 
Saves the country racing from the ruination that 
might mean extinction if carried to a logical 
conclusion. 

But here’s where the clubs benefit. 
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If a meeting is held at, say, Balaclava, some 50 
miles from Adalaide, the shops in Adelaide oper- 
ate, and the Balaclava Club gets its 60 per cent 
of the 2 per cent turnover tax on the Adelaide 
books. Thus it gets a handsome revenue that will 
enable it to carry on, whether city folk patronize 
its race meeting or not. I learn unofficially that, 
in this way, the country clubs have been getting 
their £200 and £300 from the tax, and they are 
fast growing rich. Thus, is the danger of ex. 
tinction of the clubs that pay the piper not merely 
obviated, but racing will wax fat and even coun- 
try clubs will be giving great prizes. 

Some of the country clubs don’t want books 
operating on the course. In that case, shops in 
the nearest town are allowed to operate and to 
pay on tote odds, and, of course, the club still gets 
its share of the turnover tax. A club which re- 
cently tried this experiment, found that it profited 
more from the tax return than from the license 
fees it would have had from the books. [Jn Aus- 
tralia the totalizator prevails at the race courses, 
but the law also permits the racing associations 
to have books on for a daily fee.—Ed.] 

It is only in the country that the regulation 
operates relating to the closing of shops within a 
10-mile radius of the meeting. Thus the city 
shops are all available for business, while a city 
meeting is in progress, such as the Adelaide Cup 
meeting now proceeding. The turnover in these 
is considerable, too, but it is understood that 
the absence of people paying their course admis- 
sions is more than compensated for as the result 
of the share of the turnover tax allotted to the 
club. In fact, it is said that this allotment 
amounts to such substantial sums that it is a 
huge benefit to the club concerned. Books who 
hold town licenses and also course licenses can 
employ an agent to conduct their shop business 
while they operate on the course. They cannot 
absent themselves from their course obligation 
and work in their city shops. 

So far as it has gone, the whole scheme seems 
to be working out well, except for the fact that 
the books find the 2 per cent turnover a burden. 
In Sydney our ringmen complain of the 1 per 
cent. Well, South Australia demands double 
that from its newly-born licensed bookmakers. 

Under a Board consisting of representatives of 
the Government, also a representative of country 
clubs, and one from metropolitan race clubs (the 
latter is Mr. S. J. Pullman, who has had vast ex- 
perience of racing and betting, and is secretary 
of Oakbank and the Port Adelaide Club, two of 
the most progressive in the State), the new 
regime in Adelaide is succeeding, and racing 1s 
detinitely on the up grade. 

To those who point the accusing moral finger 
at it, the answer comes readily from officials 
concerned. Police proof is that, before its intro- 
duction, there were over 600 “snide’”’ bookmakers 
operating in South Australia, and paying nothing 
to the Government for the right to bet. The new 
method of control puts all the State’s betting 
business through a supervised channel, and does 
it with 225 licensed bookmakers!

EDITORIAL NOTES 


Licensed Betting 

OU know THE BLoop-HORSE has advocated 

the licensing of handbooks. You know that 
Governor Comstock has come out for the same 
thing for the State of Michigan. You know that 
the plan is now being favorably discussed in 
many parts of the country by mayors, judges, 
court officials and police department heads, some 
even favoring licensing lotteries. 

On page 718 in this issue will be found an arti- 
cle written by C. J. Graves, of The Referee staff, 
to inform readers of that great Sydney, Austra- 
lia, weekly how licensed bookmaking is working 
at Adelaide, in South Australia. If in Australia, 
why not here? . 

A short while ago a Michigan judge dismissed 
a number of people taken in a raid on handbooks 
at Detroit because he could not see why they 
should be fined for doing something considered 
unlawful down town that is lawful within a race 
track enclosure. 

This brings to mind a conversation a number 
of years ago between Editor Desha Breckinridge 
of The Lexinyton Herald and Editor A. A. Bow- 
mar of The Woodford Sun. The late Helm Bruce, 
of Louisville, was leading a fight (unsuccessful, 
we thankfully say) to make pari-mutuel pooling 
illegal in Kentucky. Mr. Bruce advanced the idea 
that the Kentucky lawmakers had granted a spe- 
cial privilege by permitting betting within a race 
track enclosure and forbidding it everywhere else. 

Editor Bowmar approved of this view. Editor 
Breckinridge was on the side of the law, and was 
for having the law undisturbed. Editor Bowmar 
had said no person should be permitted to bet 
within an enclosure if he couldn’t bet in the 
Street, or words to that effect. 

“Mr. Bowmar, you, of course, bathe frequent- 
ly?" inquired Editor Breckinridge. 

“Yes, to be sure,”’ answered the gentleman 
from Versailles. 

“You, of course, bathe within the confines of a 
bath room?” asked the gentleman from Lex- 
ington. 

“Why, certainly,” came the response. 

“Well, Mr. Bowmar, may I suggest the proba- 
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bility of your being arrested should you under- 
take to bathe in the street?” said Mr. Breck- 
inridge. 

This ended the discussion, and the editors had a 
good laugh as they parted. In Kentucky the 
fight was hot and prolonged, but the forces in 
favor of legalization of pari-mutuel pooling at 
the tracks prevailed. 

If our suggestion to license betting everywhere 
in the State had been adopted by the Legislature 
which, in special session, has just adopted, after 
much wrangling, a sales tax, the matter of pro- 
ducing revenue to discharge an unbonded State 
indebtedness of over $17,000,000 would have been 
found less difficult. 

It is a known fact that in many places in Ken- 
tucky unlicensed, illegal betting is going on in 
large volume daily, and that these uncontrolled 
betting places are served with betting informa- 
tion by telephone, for which service thousands of 
dollars weekly go out of the State. 

The Miami Herald has just called attention to 
a handbook condition that could not arise any- 
where under a system of license. 

Commendable Action 

E commend the racing associations in Illinois 

for recommending and the Illinois State 
Racing Commission for ordering abatement of 
the free admission evil. It is in line with action 
heretofore suggested by THE BLOOD-HORSE, as is 
also the decision to make $1 the minimum admis- 
sion charge everywhere. No good whatever to 
racing was ever obtained through free admis- 
sions. None ever will result from the practice. 
It is a degenerating system, and should be 
abated at every course in America. <A _ person 
unable or unwilling to pay $1 for the privilege 
of spending an afternoon at a race course should 
not be encouraged to attend. That person’s pres- 
ence adds nothing to the pleasure of sportsmen 
and ladies who do not object to paying for the 
enjoyment and entertainment they find at the 
races. We are encouraged to hope that other 
racing associations and other racing commissions 
will follow the advanced step taken in Illinois. 
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MECHANICAL BETTING 
By E. C. SMITH 


OW that mutuel betting is springing up in all 

parts of the country, with the balancing of 
the budgets of the different commonwealths 
rather than a sporting spirit and impetus, one is 
reminded of the attitude of Admiral Rous toward 
mechanical betting. 

To the present generation of race-goers the 
Admiral is something of a legendary figure, but 
three-fifths of a century ago he was a power in 
the Jockey Club in England, with a record of 
having exerted an influence for the uplift of the 
sport, equaled by no other man, or set of men. 

As a young naval officer, Admiral Rous 
brought a rudderless ship from Finland to an 
English port, when the betting was a futurity 
value against a leaky roof purse that it could 
not possibly be done. The magnificent courage 
and calm deliberation displayed at that time, 
ripened and matured by the passing years, were 
the characteristics which gave him a seat of 
power and influence when he became a steward 
of The Jockey Club. 

He revised the rules of racing from beginning 
to end; added many which have since become 
the established code wherever racing is under 
sane government; was a terror to evil doers of 
the Turf, and made English race tracks, especial- 
ly those near London, safe for humanity, whereas 
they had been largely operating fields where 
crooks of all degrees plied their nefarious 
schemes. He was called an autocrat, but he 
made The Jockey Club a body far more capable 
in administering the racing rules than any one 
had believed possible. 

When the Paris Mutuels—-the original name 
given to mechanical betting machines——were first 
known, English racing folk would have little to 
do with the new scheme. However, a canny Scot 
named Anderson, sensing the possibilities, man- 
aged in some way to get one of the machines, 
which he took to the different tracks. It at- 
tracted some attention because of the novelty and 
Anderson took his 10 per cent without any par- 
ticular comment, except of a ribald nature from 
the bookmakers. 

The Admiral, who was supreme at Turf Head- 
quarters, saw Anderson’s assistant wheeling the 
thing through Newmarket on the way to the 
track and asked what it was. 

“Only an old organ, Admiral. You know what 
I mean,” was the reply accompanied with a 
meaning wink. 

The Admiral did not like either the attitude, or 
the wink and insisted on having a “look at the 
infernal thing.” He made the man bring it into 
the Jockey Club rooms and after an examination, 
not only confiscated the “old organ,” but said if 
he saw Anderson with another he would warn 
him off Newmarket Heath. 

The great success of the Rockingham Park 
meetings last season seems to have been the 
spark that sent the country generally haywire 
about mutuel betting. Evidently the conclusion 
was reached that if good old Puritan New Eng- 
land had indorsed racing, it was good enough for 
acceptance any and everywhere, especially as the 
revenue to the State of New Hampshire practi- 
cally was sufficient to balance the budget. It is 


a moot question if New England gave O. K. to 
racing, or to the revenue. 

It goes almost without saying that many 
states, taking New Hampshire as a pattern, will

Raising Purses 


EW YORK’S racing continues to prosper 

through the favorable legislations of early 
spring. An increase of nearly 100 per cent in 
paid admissions was noted at Belmont Park, 
though the receipts will be nearer 50 per cent 
higher, due to the decreased fees, and increased 
taxation. Aqueduct, with an average gate of 
$8,500 and books paying $90 a day each, is rais- 
ing its purse minimum to $1,000—-$200 higher 
than that anywhere else—to induce horsemen to 
remain here through the latter part of the meet- 
ing, instead of moving to Rockingham Park, De- 
troit or Arlington Park. A few races in the 
book in which important strings can have start- 
ers and an increase in the number and value of 
stakes would help Empire City, Jamaica and 
Aqueduct. They’ll have to meet competition in 
the stakes rosters also. But it is difficult to 
imagine any New York meeting failing to show 
a good profit this year, with the additional reve- 
nue from the books.

One of the Best 


EACE CHANCE beat another good horse 

(High Quest) which led as far as he was fit, 
several sprinters and second-raters for J. E. 
Widener’s third Belmont Stakes. The son of 
Chance Shot, 1927 winner under red and white 
stripes, showed a corking effort, running an offi- 
cial last quarter in :2345 to end the mile and a 
half under 126 pounds in 2:29!,;, galloping. How- 
ever, he will know he has been to the races at the 
end of the 10-furlongs of the Classic, 1934’s sec- 
ond richest 3-year-old event. There he meets Cav- 
aleade and Discovery. Peace Chance, like Caval- 
cade is a little ‘un, tough and fast, but not so 
versatile as the Brookmeade Stable’s ace, in that 
he wants firm footing. He isn’t as tempera- 
mental as was his stall-walking sire. One of 
the year’s best colts is Peace Chance, and one 
carrying that Fair Play blood, so successful in 
route tests, particularly in the Belmont Stakes. 


Harvest Is Near 


QUIPOISE likely will have supplanted Sun 

Beau within the next two months as the 
world’s leading money winner, if Clarence Lehr 
and his associates at Detroit will hang out that 
$25,000 for a weight-for-age race. The Whitney 
horse will get a shot at three $10,000 handicaps 
in the next four weeks, the Granite State, Stars 
and Stripes and Arlington Handicap. A clean 
Sweep of these, with the Hawthorne and Detroit 
races, would give him the necessary $44,000 and 
around $20,000 more. Mutuel tracks are aware 
of the incomparable chestnut’s value at the gate 
and in the turnover. Trainer Healey regrets that 
such a historically significant handicap as the 
Brooklyn has but $2,500 added and states he 
would have pointed Equipoise for the race were 
it $5,000. Probably Equipoise would not have 
Started for the Metropolitan or Suburban, but for 
his owner’s interest in the track. Incidentally, 
Trainer Healey declares Peace Chance’s speed in 
the Belmont was sensational, but that Equipoise 
would beat him a last quarter in :26. The official 
timer is said to have erred twice Belmont Day, 
once when crediting Peace Chance with such fast 
time, again when hanging out no better than 1:37 
for Swiftsport. 


Good Suggestion 


RLINGTON PARK, the mecca for many New 

York horses, is offering an $800 purse mini- 
mum, eight races daily, and the same cluster of 
seven stakes, topped by the $35,000 Classic and 
$25,000 Futurity. The Hyde Park, oddly or not, 
attracted more nominations this year than last, 
though its endowment was pared from $7,500 to 
$4,000. Old Rosebud believes the Chicago track 
would do well to cut the daily offerings to seven, 
at an increased minimum. Although the 61! per 
cent take is comparatively low enough, the fields 
might be more attractive.

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RACE HORSE TRAINING - - - - - - - - -~ By Ariful 


F all the veteran trainers on the Turf, Thomas 


J. Healey is perhaps one of the best known, 
and one whose opinion on the conditioning of a 
race horse is most highly to be vaiued and sought 
after. Because of his reticent qualities, and his 
extreme modesty, together with his fear of self- 
praise, it is extremely 
difficult to draw him 
out. It is he who trains 
the great Equipoise. To 
him goes the credit of 
conditioning the ‘“Choco- 
late Soldier,” for his out- 
standing victories as a 
5- and 6-year-old. 

Mr. Healey, in every 
sense of the word is 
strictly a New Yorker. 


He was born and brought mf 
up near Jerome Park, ~~ 

almost within the sound é 

of the bugle. His love 

for horses, therefore, T. J. HEALEY 


was the inspiration of 

his early youth, and after finishing school, he 
sought and received employment with Commo- 
dore Kittson. This was about 1885. Here he 
stayed two years, and was then offered a_ posi- 
tion with the Le Masney Brothers, in whose 
employ he remained for a short time. After this 
he held a post with the Walter Gratz Stable and 
remained with them until they disbanded two 
or three years later. During this time he won 
for them the Suburban Handicap of 1888 with 
Elkwood. In 1889 he went to Mr. Kelly, with 
whom he stayed until he took on the important 
post of trainer, for Richard T. Wilson, President 
of the Saratoga Racing Association. ‘Tom” 
Healey retained the confidence and affection of 
Mr. Wilson and his family continually for 34 
years, his employment being terminated only by 
Mr. Wilson's death. This period of time is as 
long as, if not longer than, any trainer on the 
Turf has continued with any single owner. He 
has now been with the Whitney family for five 
years, and carried on with young C. V. Whitney 
when his father, Harry Payne Whitney, rode off 
with the Pale Horseman. 

While with Mr. Wilson he had in his care, 
among others, Olambala and Pillory. Pillory 
completed a double in the Belmont Stakes and 
Preakness Stakes in 1922, and in the latter de- 
feated *Snob II which had nosed him out in the 
Withers Stakes a short while before. In 1910 
Olambala accounted for five or six of the big 
handicaps, and Mr. Healey states that “that year 
he was almost an Equipoise."’ He won the Sub- 
urban, defeating Prince Imperial and Ballot; the 
Commonwealth, trouncing King James and 
Fashion Plate; the Saratoga Handicap, with 
Ballot and Stanley Fay at his heels; the Brighton 
Handicap, and the Champlain Handicap, in which 
he carried 130 pounds to victory. The good mare 
Poetess, winner of the 1897 renewal of the Ala- 
bama Stakes, was another in his charge. Well 
known Thoroughbreds that Mr. Healey has sad- 
dled while with the famous head of the Saratoga 
Association were: Parader, which took the 
measure of Commando; Campfire, winner of the 
Hopeful and Futurity of 1916; and Hannibal, 
which gained first laurels in the 1919 renewal 
of the historic Travers Stakes. During the 
latter part of his years with Mr. Wilson, “Tom” 


Healey also had charge of the horses of Walter 
J. Salmon. Of these the most outstanding under 
his training were Display, Careful, Dr. Freeland, 
Vigil and Flight of Time. While training for Mr, 
Salmon, he perfermed the difficult feat of win- 
ning the Preakness Stakes three times, first with 
Vigil in 1923, then with Display in 1926, and 
with Dr. Freeland in 1929. 

Needless to say, Equipoise, in Mr. Healey’s 
opinion is the best horse he has ever trained, and 
it must be remembered that many champions of 
the Turf have been in his charge. Among famous 
horses he conditioned for Mr. Whitney were 
Whichone and Boojum. They were destined to 
make Turf history had they not met with mis- 
fortune. There is no telling to what heights the 
former might have climbed had he not broken 
down after his Travers Stakes victory. H. P. 
Whitney showed his true sportsmanlike colors in 
starting that sen of *Chicle in the Saratoga 
Stakes, for the horse was not going any too 
sound and the track was a sea of mud and not 
to his liking. However Mr. Whitney had promised 
the public that he would race the horse regardless 
cf circumstances or conditions. True to his word, 
Whichone was sent postwards on that rainy 
Saratoga day to meet his rival Gallant Fox, but 
it was his last race, for the Whitney colt pulled 
up lame, and had to be retired to stud. Four of 
his get have come to the races, out of which 
three have been winners at this early date. Mr. 
Healey believes Whichone to have been among 
the best colts he ever saddled. 

In regard to training, Mr. Healey, like Mr. 
Joyner, says that feeding is one of the most im- 
portant factors in a horse's preparation for a 
race. “A horse,” he continued, “which is doing 
poorly or is off his feed cannot be trained on, 
and therefore this is one of the points which 
should be given the closest attention and super- 
vision.”” Mr. Healey never feeds a horse over 10 
quarts of oats a day. When horses are in train- 
ing they are fed four times a day, but a really 
good doer gets only three feeds, in which case the 
9 o’clock one is omitted. The hours are 4 a. m,, 
11 a. m., 5 p. m., and 9 p. m. The horses get 
corn, oats, carrots and plenty of green stuff. Mr. 
Healey is very strong on bran mash and oil meal 
for his charges. During training they are given 
mineral oil, and all winter long they receive six 
ounces of codliver oil a day. Although Whichone 
only ate eight quarts of oats a day, he required 
cecnsiderably more work and training in prepara- 
tion for a race than did Boojum, which would 
eat anything, and everything he could get. To 
train a horse successfully all these character- 
istics and peculiarities must be carefully watched 
and studied. “Equipoise,”’ said Mr. Healey, “has 
a fine, regular, appetite, and does not mince with 
his feed. He is almost a self-training horse, and 
requires only a light prep to get him ready.” He 
stated that the hardest prep for a race the “little 
horse with the big heart’? ever had was _ his 
spring training this year for the Philadelphia 
Handicap. 

April 10 was his first sharp work. He was 
sent five-eighths of a mile, travelling the dis- 
tance in :12, :23%;, :35, :4725, and was up in 
1:00 flat. This was his best work. On April 12 
he galloped and on April 13, he went a mile with 
Halcyon, going it in :2435, :49%5, 1:16 and 1:43%;. 
On the 14th he was cantered, and on the 15th 
he was again galloped. On the 16th he went 4 
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half in :5134 with Collateral. On the 17th, the 
track was a sea of mud, and the chocolate 
colored chestnut pulled up a mile in 1:44, the 
fractional time being :1226, :2536, :3734, :51, 1:04, 
1:1635, seven-eighths in 1:30, and the mile in 
1:44 easily. On the 19th came his final before the 
race, and it was from this work that he won the 
Philadelphia in a common canter, defeating 
Springsteel, Larranaga, Caesar’s Ghost, and In- 
lander in 1:4425, which was only two-fifths of a 
second slower than the track record made by 
Mr. Khayyam on April 29, 1933. However Mr. 
Khayyam carried 118 pounds, while the champion 
son of Pennant—Swinging toted 130 pounds. 
“Rquipoise,”’ said Mr. Healey, “is a good shipper, 
and docile as a lamb to handle.’”’ The only draw- 
back to this great horse is his brittle feet. As a 
3-year-old he developed a blind quarter crack 
the night before the Derby. He was out of con- 
tention the rest of that year, but in 1932 the 
comeback he staged was a sensational one. At 
five, he galloped to victory after victory, prac- 
tically “carrying the grandstand” on his back in 
each start, and did not meet defeat .until he 
bowed to Dark Secret in the Jockey Club Gold 
Cup. Without trying to make alibis for “The 
Chocolate Soldier,’”’ it is a known fact that the 
hoof was again cracked when he came out of the 
race. Mr. Healey has brought the son of Pen- 
nant to the races this year, a dead fit horse, and 
he has had only to canter in two races to defeat 
his opposition, while in his other two starts he 
met with hard luck. 

The Whitney yearlings are taken up the middle 
of July, and the saddle and bridle put on. They 
are always bridle wise before they leave the year- 
ling barns. The youngsters are not run in and 
out of the paddocks, but are always led. In this 
way they get used to handling at an early stage 
and are more tractable. When the boy is first 
put up, no stirrups are used, and when they are 
ready for stirrups, wooden ones are put on. After 
trotting and cantering for about two weeks, they 
are started to gallop. Mr. Healey is greatly against 
rushing any of the yearlings, and it is for this 
reason that they are taken up early, in order to 
give them plenty of time in their early prepara- 
tion. He believes that this method of training 
gives the youngsters which are to come under 
his charge a great advantage over those which 
are bought out of the Saratoga sales, and come 
to their training later. None of the yearlings are 
ever asked to go over a quarter of a mile. They 
are tried any time after the first of September. 
Mr. Healey says that he believes in getting them 
through as early as possible. After the yearlings 
are let down they are turned out, but never 
separated. 

About the first of January work upon the 
2-year-olds is begin, and the older horses begin 
on the first of Feb: ary. However, this past year 
the older horses vy re not taken up until the fif- 
teenth of February because of the hard, cold win- 
ter, and climatic conditions. Mr. Healey also likes 
to have all his horses come along slowly, and 
they are never rushed, being allowed to come to 
themselves by easy stages. Equipoise, however, 
proved the exception. A champion such as he 
belongs to the public. He was taken along fast 
and steadily this spring, in order to prepare him 
for his early stake engagements. No excuses can 
be made for a horse such as the “Chocolate Sol- 
dier”; he must be fit and right the first time he 
g0es to the post. 

Although Mr. Healey uses bandages to a certain 
extent, he does not advocate over indulgence in 


their use. He prescribes Bigeloil for use in leg 
rubbing, to augment the necessary massage. 

An example of the care and supervision given 
every horse under “Tom’”’ Healey’s charge is that 
of Equipoise when he was being handled after 
galloping last fall. He had already been walked 
and cooled out, and was being rubbed down, his 
hoofs cleaned, etc. Instead of being allowed to 
stand on the dirt and tanbark in the enclosed 
shed, it was observed that a piece of cloth sack- 
ing was laid out for him to stand upon. 


Summed up, the preparation of horses neces- 
sarily follows closely similar practices on the 
part of all of the high class trainers, yet there 
are always important points of difference to be 
noticed. Mr. Healey carefully studies the bal- 
ancing of diet. He makes it a part of his daily 
formula to feed mineral and codliver oil in liberal 
quantities. 

Eventually the illustrious son of Pennant will 
retire to the stud and, no doubt, Mr. Healey will 
realize his ambition in finding in the third gen- 
eration another great exponent of this glorious 
family. 

It is perhaps all right to assert that “great 
horses make great trainers,” but without these 
trainers, imagination wanders. 


ENTRIES THINNED BY EPIDEMICS 

Epidemics of coughing, sweeping many of the 
larger tracks in recent weeks, have frequently 
made filling races difficult. Belmont Park was 
one of the earliest sufferers, especially in the 
2-year-old division, the Greentree Stable’s Plat 
Eye being one of the more prominent horses 
stricken. The Aqueduct track has suffered also, 
with the Sanford Stud Farm Stable, the Green- 
tree Stable, and the E. R. Bradley stable as the 
most recent victims. Bazaar, the crack Bradley 
filly, was reported ill last week and Trainer Dick 
Thompson lately decided that because of the 
epidemic Barn Swallow would be the only Brad- 
ley horse to go to Chicago for the Arlington Park 
meeting. 

The C. W. Bidwill string at Washington Park 
was so badly affected by coughing that it will be 
moved to Hawthorne and rested there until the 
Hawthorne meeting. At Latonia on June 14, 
only 53 horses were available, causing the stew- 
ards to cut the program from eight to seven 
races. Only three of the eight events on the con- 
dition books filled, the others being extra races. 
The regular program was resumed June 15, how- 
ever, and the card for June 18 filled exceptionally 
well, leading racing officials to hope that the most 
severe stage of the epidemic had passed. 

At Rockingham Park, however, General Man- 
ager Lou Smith denied reports that the coughing 
epidemic had spread to that track, saying that 
there was not an ill horse in the barns, and that 
two C. V. Whitney horses which had been ill 
when they arrived had recovered. 


DISQUALIFIED TWICE 

Piping Hot, the Southland Stable’s 2-year-old 
filly, was disqualified for the second time during 
the Detroit race meeting when she impeded Lan 
in the stretch run and again near the finish in 
the first race June 16. Piping Hot won by three- 
quarters of a length. Her behavior was so like 
that which she had exhibited in her last previous 
start, May 28, when she pinched Gold Sweep back 
in the stretch, that Apprentice J. Hunter was ab- 
solved of blame for the foul.

OR members of the staff of THE BLOOD-HORSE 
it is an annual privilege to accompany 
Arthur W. Shutts, manager of Mrs. Payne Whit- 
ney’s Greentree Farm at Lexington, to the 
yearling barns and review the young Thorough- 
breds which the following season will be 2-year- 
olds carrying the popular pink and black colors 
of Mrs. Whitney. One day last week Joe H. 
Palmer and the writer were guests of Mr. Shutts 
while 13 colts and 16 fillies passed in review. 
These youngsters, which will be shipped within 
a few days to Mrs. Whitney’s farm at Red Bank, 
N. J., to be broken and wintered, were as 
follows:

Concerning the crop as a whole Mr. Shutts 
testifies that “they are the roughest bunch we 
ever raised,”’ by which I take it that he means 
they are not the smoothest crop in the history of 
Greentree Farm. Some of them bear the marks 
of overzealousness in the execution of playground 
pranks. Some have bad feet; some have bad 
legs. There is no uniformity among them. But, 
as a whole, the picture is good, and there are 
a few individuals which promise to develop into 
horses of good class. The fillies, as an average, 
show more promise than the colts. 

On present appearance, the tops among the 
colts are two bays, one by The Porter out of 
*Fleeting Dawn (dam of *Soon Over), and the 
other by Bud Lerner out of the good mare 
Nedana. Neither is large, but the Bud Lerner 
colt now has a considerable advantage as to 
size, and appears likely to maintain it in later 
years. The Porter’s son is short in height, mod- 
erately long-bodied, but nevertheless possessing 
the short back which is (sometimes erroneously) 
considered essential to good weight-carrying 
ability. Judged by the ordinary standards of 
grading young Thoroughbreds, this one ranks 
high. He has distinct withers, wide, flat bone and 
other indications of excellence. The son of Bud 
Lerner is of good height and long in the body, 
and apparently will grow into a good-sized racer. 
His head is especially attractive. Perhaps, how- 


ever, his only advantage over The Porter year. 
ling is in the matter of size. Nedana, Mr. Shutts 
volunteered, now has a suckling filly by *Royal 
Minstrel which is one of the year’s best foals, 
“She'll be a great one,” he said. 

It was no easy matter to choose between the 
two “tops,” but after they were taken from the 
barn and turned out into the pasture, I finally 
cast a hesitant vote for The Porter’s offspring. 


The 13 colts are by 11 different sires. One of 
the best of the others is the bay by *Chicle— 
Spring Cleaning. This is a well made youngster, 
foaled May 5, the youngest of the crop. He is 
small, “but he’s bigger’n Plat Eye was at this 
time last year,’ said Mr. Shutts. The case of 
Plat Eye, indeed, is a reminder of the futility 
of trying to pick out the good race horses among 
a crop of yearlings. Plat Eye was one of the 
least promising of the entire Greentree output, 
and was at one time on the list to be unsexed; 
now he is the year’s top 2-year-old. 

There are two Mad Hatter colts. The one out 
of Tip Top is the biggest of the group, weighing 
around 1,000 pounds. He has a flaxen mane and 
tail. The one from Leopardess is all right behind, 
but forward toes out very badly. The misad- 
ventures of this colt have earned him the farm 
name of “Lost John.” , 

The only *Royal Minstrel colt, from Red Red 
Rose, is a big, rugged fellow with a splint in 
front and one bad hock. The swelling in the 
hock appeared so suddenly that the men on the 
farm decided it came from a bee sting. There is 
a good colt by *Sickle out of Nedna. This one 
is a nice prospect. He has a stout body, stands 
well, has good points generally, has a head with 
a great deal of quality, and is very quick. 
*Sickle’s brother, *Pharamond II, is represented 
by a brown colt out of *Eastern Pageant, a big, 
rough fellow with good prospects of racing well, 
but no particular indications of class. The 
Upset—Ravage colt is a big, well made one, with- 
out blemishes. St. Brideaux’s son, out of Mara- 
caibo (dam of Curacao), is a chunky, rugged colt, 
high behind. A bay colt by Bud Lerner-—*Bas- 
quaise is deep-bodied, close-forked and well made 
generally. The son of *St. Germans from Crocus 
is a twin, but well grown. He shows considerable 
quality and is stoutly built, except perhaps 4 
trifie light in front. Among the better prospects 
is the black High Time colt, a strongly made 
individual with good bone and the general cut of 
a High Time. His performances in the paddock 
make Mr. Shutts think he may be a good racer. 

Among the fillies there are four by *Royal 
Minstrel, of which the greys out of False Mod- 
esty and *Perhaps So appear to be the best in the 
crop. In fact, there is nothing among the colts 
or fillies which gives such an appearance of class 
as False Modesty’s daughter. She is a sister to 
the colt which John Hay Whitney chose from the 
previous year’s weanlings under the arrangement 
by which he is allowed his choice among each 
year’s weanlings in return for services of *Royal 
Minstrel among the Greentree mares. This colt 
is called Royal Command and is, I understand, 
a splendid prospect though I believe he has not 
yet started. It will be remembered that “Jock” 
Whitney obtained the Futurity and Withers win- 
ner Singing Wood under this arrangement. But 
to get back to the yearling filly, she is a smooth, 
perfectly balanced miss of medium size. There 
will be more size, for she was not foaled until 
May 3 last year. The most striking thing about 


her coat color is the abundance of whitish spots 
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over her grey coat, a marking which is like that 
of her grandsire, The Tetrarch, “the spotted 
wonder.” 

The daughter of *Perhaps So is a much bigger 
filly, with more emphasis on the body, which is 
deep and long. She is a sister to the good filly 
Peradventure and is, according to Mr. Shutts, a 
better yearling than Peradventure was. I think 
that most of the farm men present had their 
private doubts when I expressed an opinion that 
the False Modesty filly was better than *Perhaps 
So’s. 

The *Royal Minstrel—Lodina grey filly is 
strongly made, short in the back, with good legs 
and a Wildair head. As a foal she had rheuma- 
tism badly, but Mr. Shutts early succeeded in 
correcting this. The Prudish filly is not like 
others among the *Royal Minstrels. Neverthe- 
less, she seems likely to be a good winner. She 
is quite strong-bodied and stands with her legs 
well under. She is rougher than most of her 
sire’s get. Like the most of them, however, she 
toes out decidedly behind. 


Of Pennant’s two daughters, the one from Sun- 
day Best is big, rangy and well made. The one 
from Twaddle is medium-sized, high behind. Her 
off fore foot was too small, and remedial meas- 
ures have been undertaken. The two *Chicle fil- 
lies are fair prospects. Whichone’s daughter is 
rough and rangy, with noticeably big ears. The 
fillies by Macaw and Dominant are moderate. 
The daughter of *Grandace is smart-looking, with 
a splendid finish. The Porter’s daughter out of 
Fair Feint is small and quick-looking—a Hialeah 
Park prospect. Another quick-looking lady is 
the Cudgel filly. The *Dis Donc had small feet 
which have been filed at the top to make them 
bigger. Her ankles are also a bit straight. In 
the matter of white spotting on the body this one 
ranks second only to Rhadamanthus, of the C. V. 
Whitney stable. I especially liked the filly by St. 
Brideaux out of Tossabout, a solid, stout-bodied 
miss which appeared to be one of the best of the 
group. Another good one is the well made 
daughter of *St. Germans from Panache, which 
Mr. Shutts says is a better yearling than was her 
brother, St. Brideaux.

DETROIT STAKES ANNOUNCEMENT 


HE list of stakes for the summer meeting at 
Detroit, running from July 4 to August 20 in- 
Clusive was announced June 13 by the Detroit 
Racing Association and appears in full on page 
742 in this issue. Eight features, one for each 
Saturday of the meeting and one for the Fourth 
of July, are named. Entries for each stakes close 
one week in advance of its running. As in the 
spring meeting, the minimum purse will be $800. 
There will also be some change of officials in 
the summer meeting. Starter Roy Dickerson 
will be replaced by George Palmer; Charles Mc- 
Lennan, racing secretary, will be relieved by 
Judge Joseph A. Murphy, and Ben Holmes will 
fill the position of placing judge vacated by John 
Carey. The three officials who are relinquishing 
their positions do so because of engagements at 
Arlington Park. 


CAVALCADE ADDS THE DETROIT DERBY 


The so-called Derby races are beginning to be 
a bit monotonous in their results. At the Fair 


Grounds track at Detroit last Saturday, June 16, 
Mrs. Isabel Dodge Sloane’s Cavalcade, already 
the year’s champion 3-year-old by a margin of 
several pounds, carried top weight of 126 pounds 
and, almost perfunctorily, won the Detroit Derby 
($25,000 added, 3-year-olds, 1 3-16 miles). Be- 
hind him at the finish trailed 11 others, only one 
of which, Alfred Gwynne Vanderbilt’s Discovery 
(119), was conceded before the race to have had 
a good chance of beating the champion—and Dis- 
covery ran his worst race of the year, finishing 
next to last, without a hint of an excuse. Plight 
(123), winner of the Texas Derby for William 
Sachsenmaier, was second, a length and a half 
behind the winner and two lengths ahead of 
James W. Parrish’s New Deal (119), which in 
turn was three lengths ahead of Hal Price Head- 
ley’s Thomasville (119). The winner, coupled 
with his stablemate, Time Clock (123), was odds- 
on, 50 cents on the dollar; each of the next three 
horses at the finish was at odds slightly better 
than 80 to 1. The order of finish for the others 
was Corsicana Stable’s Bien Fait (119), G. W. 
Ogle’s Patchpocket (119), Time Clock, G. D. 
Widener’s Chicstraw (119), Dixiana’s Mata Hari 
(118), George Willing, Jr.’s, Swiftsport (119), 
Discovery, A. C. Schwartz’s Gay Monarch (119). 

Many of the crowd thought that Discovery 
would show improvement over his previous con- 
sistent record, as Raymond Workman had re- 
placed John Joe Bejshak as his rider. It turned 
out another way, for Discovery ran a miserable 
race, failed to figure in the running at any time, 
and had only one horse behind him at the finish. 
The remainder of the field performed in a more 
orthodox manner. Mata Hari, being ridden for 
the first time by George Woolf, raised cain at 
the post, was placed on the outside of the stalls, 
rushed into the lead in the first sixteenth and was 
two lengths in front before the backstretch was 
reached. Bien Fait, Patchpocket, Chicstraw were 
close up. As they went round the first turn Mack 
Garner had Cavalcade in tenth place, ahead of 
nothing but New Deal and Time Clock. A little 
farther on even New Deal had passed him. Fol- 
lowing the field down the backstretch Garner first 
tried the rail, then moved out in the track, look- 
ing for an opening to take the favorite through. 
As the field turned into the second bend with 
Mata Hari still leading a space suddenly appeared 
between Bien Fait and Patchpocket, and Herman 
Schutte in an instant had taken advantage of the 
opportunity and driven New Deal up between 
them and into the midst of the fight. Cavalcade 
had moved up in the backstretch and Garner was 
trying to get him through on the rail as the 
horses swept round the turn. That stratagem 
failed, and the crowd momentarily beheld the 
amazing sight of Cavalcade losing ground as the 
field approached the stretch. Mata Hari quit, as 
has become her custom, and New Deal now took 
the lead, with Bien Fait second and Plight third. 
A quarter-mile from the finish Cavalcade was 
still tenth, about 10 lengths behind Mata Hari, 
then in the lead, and victory was beginning to 
seem highly improbable for the Brookmeade colt. 
But in the stretch Garner suddenly shuttled him 
outward behind the field until he was clear of the 
others. One by one he passed the tiring racers. 
At the furlong pole Lester Balaski, driving furi- 
ously, sent Plight ahead of New Deal and into the 
lead. Cavalcade was now sixth. Plight drew 
away from New Deal, and New Deal drew away 
from the others in the final eighth, but Caval- 
cade, under a calm hand-ride from the veteran 
Garner, passed the Parrish colt near the sixteenth 
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pole, overtook Plight a few strides later, and 
went on to a handy win. 

The time, :2325, :4736, 1:1245, 1:3936, 1:581%, 
was a new track record, by 125 seconds. It was 
exactly the same time as was made by High 
Quest and Cavalcade when they finished a nose 
apart in the Preakness Stakes. While it is im- 
possible to estimate Cavalcade’s time exactly for 
the last quarter-mile of the Detroit Derby, it ap- 
pears, from the fact that he made up approxi- 
mately nine lengths on the leaders in the stretch, 
that he must have traveled the distance in some- 
thing less than 24 seconds, perhaps nearer 23

DETROIT’S DERBY 


After the announcement of the Detroit Derby, 
THE BLOOD-HORSE carried the note that only one 
race bearing the name of the Detroit Derby had 
been run, in 1895. Clem McCarthy calls attention 
to the fact that there have been four runnings 
of the Derby at Detroit, and a check of the 
records shows him to be correct, except that 
none of the four, as given in Goodwin's Official 
Turf Guide, is called the Detroit Derby. 


The first running of the event occurred on 
June 25, 1895, and was called the International 
Derby ($5,000 guaranteed, 3-year-olds, 11, 
miles). It was won by three-quarters of a length 
by Lissak (117) in 2:3514. Maurice (122) and 
Diggs (107) placed second and third respectively. 
Judge Joseph A. Murphy was the presiding judge 
on that occasion and he was the director of rac- 
ing and presiding steward when the event was 
renewed last Saturday, June 16. 

In 1896 the event was renewed on August 4, 
simply as “The Derby,” $4,000 guaranteed, and 
went to Damien (112), which led Nimrod (122) 
and Argentina (102) home at odds of 15 to 1. 

The 1897 running of ‘‘The Derby,” $2,500 guar- 
anteed, he!ld on June 8, saw Paul Griggs (114) 
score a half-length victory over Cog Moosey 
(111), with Goose Liver (114), third. The winner 
covered the distance in the slow time of 3:06', 
over a heavy track. Paul Griggs was the favorite 
at even money. 

The guaranteed money was reduced to $2,000 
in 1898, and the distance was cut to 1% miles. 
The race was run on June 7, and Isabey (122), 
favorite at 5 to 4, covered the shorter distance 
in 2:081, to take an easy two-length decision 
from Nabob (122). Miss Gussie (109) finished 


third in a field of five. 

An unnamed, $1,000 guaranteed sweepstakes in

CANADA 


COUNT BRUNO’S KING’S PLATE 


LUE BONNETS, at Montreal, has its own 

version of the King’s Plate, and boasts a race 
of that name with an antiquity of 83 years. The 
Blue Bonnets King’s Plate, less famous than the 
race of the same name renewed at Woodbine 
Park, is a modest affair with $700 added, for 
3-year-olds and upward, foaled in Quebec, at 14 
miles. Besides the stakes and added money the 
owner of the winner receives 50 guineas the gift 
of His Majesty the King. Monday of this week, 
the last day of Canada’s first 14-day meeting 
under the new law, the King’s Plate brought to 
the post only four starters, a field so small that 
there was no betting on the race. All four of the 
starters were sired by Cudgel. The winner was 
H. D. Hekkema’s Count Bruno (131), ridden by 
E. Fator. He finished five lengths ahead of E. 
Bowie’s Sir Michael (131), with Joseph Cat- 
tarinich’s Loggia (3-y-o, 112) third and E. S.

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NEW YORK 


AQUEDUCT 

HE Queens County Jockey Club, like its 

predecessors on the New York racing scene, 
Jamaica and Belmont Park, appears to be experi- 
encing financial success with the 21-day meeting 
which began at Aqueduct Monday, June 11; and 
like Jamaica and Bel- 
mont Park again, 
Aqueduct has raised its 
purse minimum above 
the figure originally de- 
termined. Enough paid 
admissions were being 
collected through the 
week-days to give the 
management revenue 
of approximately $8,000 
daily from that source, 
besides the collections 
from bookmakers. On 
June 16, the first Sat- 
urday of the meeting, 
the crowd approximat- 
ed 12,000 in number, a 
further augury of good 
profit. 

Partly because of the 
widespread epidemic of 
coughing among the 
horses and partly be- 
cause horsemen were 
beginning to turn their 
eyes in the direction of 

; Secretary John Kane 
has found it difficult to keep the program well 
supplied with racing talent. American racing 
appears to be so organized that tracks must 
choose between small fields of high-class horses 
and large fields of low-class_ horses. (Most 
tracks, prizing revenue more than sport, want 
large fields because they mean more betting.) 
Faced with this dilemma last week, the Aqueduct 
manigement announced that, beginning Monday 
of this week, there would be no purse less than 
$1,000 offered at the meeting. In no other state 
is racing conducted with such a purse minimum.

Last Saturday’s Aqueduct program was fea- 
tured by the Queens County Handicap; in which 
Singing Wood surprised with a victory over the 
1932 Kentucky Derby winner Burgoo King, a 
recent ‘“come-back.”’ In another event on the 
program, a mile overnight affair, the Wheatley 
Stable’s Dark Secret, second only to Equipoise 
in the handicap division last year, made his first 
Start of the season. Carrying 119 pounds, he 
finished second to Deduce, which had up 105. Im- 
provement is expected in later efforts. The first 
disqualification of the Aqueduct meeting oc- 
curred in the second race of Saturday, when 
Modern Ace, an outsider ridden by C. Perna, 
bumped the favorite, Gallic, in the stretch, and 
beat him to the finish. Modern Ace was disquali- 
fied and first money given to Gallic. 


Principal race of the current week will be the 
Dwyer Stakes (formerly the Brooklyn Derby), 
to be run Saturday. Discovery appears likely to 
be made the favorite for the mile and a half run, 
though there will be numerous supporters for the 
Manhasset Stable’s Rose Cross, an improving 
son of *St. Germans. Neither Cavalcade nor 
High Quest is to be a starter. 


SINGING WOOD HANDICAP VICTOR 


Abandoning his attempts to catch the Brook- 
meade Stable’s Cavalcade, which he had followed 
home in three out of his four previous starts this 
season, Mrs. J. H. Whitney’s Singing Wood (114), 
leader of last year’s juveniles in money won, 
stepped into the handicap division and defeated 
a small but fairly good field to win the twenty- 
ninth running of the Queens County Handicap 
($2,500 added, 3-year-olds and upward, 1 mile) 
at Aqueduct June 16. The *Royal Minstrel 
Glade colt covered the mile in the brisk time of 
1:38%;, four-fifths of a second more than he re- 
quired to go the same distance over a muddy 
track to win the Withers Stakes at Belmont 
Park May 26. The Glen Riddle Farm’s War Glory 
(118) lost a game stretch drive which forced the 
Whitney 3-year-old to run his last quarter in 
approximately :24%;, and finished second, three- 
fourths of a lengths behind the winner. Five 
lengths farther back came the odds-on favorite, 


Col. E. R. Bradley’s Burgoo King (115), with 
Roustabout (3-y-o, 110), the only remaining 
starter, three lengths behind third place. War 


Glory was first away from the post, with Don 
Meade on Burgoo King forcing the pace for the 
first three-quarters. Singing Wood was _ rated 
well back of the leaders until reaching the 
stretch, where Jockey R. Jones began to move 
him up. The Bradley color-bearer, caught in 
close quarters as the winner bore over slightly in 
the stretch, tired badly, and Singing Wood went 
past him to match strides with War Glory, draw- 
ing away at the finish. Burgoo King’s poor show- 
ing was later accounted for when Trainer Dick 
Thompson discovered the 1932 Derby winner had 
bowed a tendon. He will be returned to his 
owner’s Idle Hour Farm at Lexington. Roust- 
about, breaking last, was aiways outrun.

NEW HAMPSHIRE 


ROCKINGHAM PARK 


ITH the opening of the 31-day meeting at 
Rockingham Park Saturday, June 23, 

Thoroughbred racing with legalized wagering 
opens the second year of its probationary period 
in New Hampshire. Since the citizens of the 
state are to vote this fall on the continuance of 
the sport there in future years it is certain that 
Lou Smith and his associates in the management 
of Rockingham Park will do all in their power 
this year to make the racing attractive. A splen- 
did series of stakes races has been drawn up 
{see advertisement, page 743), and one of the 
fixtures, the Granite State Handicap, feature of 
the opening day, has been increased in value from 
$5,000 added to $10,000 added in order to at- 
tract the champion of the handicap division, 
Equipoise, into competition. Last week the 
management had received Trainer Thomas J. 
Healey’s assurance that Equipoise would be a 
starter. With such a drawing card the track 
should entertain a tremendous crowd for its 
opening day. 

Another attraction for New Englanders will be 
a $250,000 totalizator to take their wagers. 
Mortimer Mahoney, whose name has become 
something of a guarantee of square shooting for 
race track crowds, will be in charge of betting. 
Last Sunday Mr. Mahoney demonstrated the 
totalizator to a crowd of prospective bettors who 
went to the course at the invitation of the 
management and bought tickets on an imaginary 
race in order to learn how the great machine 
operates. 

With the completion of two new barns, Rock- 
ingham Park now has 1,505 stalls, which is to say 
accommodation for 1,125 horses. 


KENTUCKY 


LATONIA 


HE Latonia Jockey Club has passed the half- 
way mark in its 37-day meeting ending 
Saturday, July 7. Sickness among the horses 
continues to make the filling of eight-race cards 
a difficult job for the racing secretary, even 
with most of the races open only to selling plat- 
ers valued at $1,000 to $1,200. However, the 
claiming price at which a horse is entered is not 
particularly important since the Kentucky State 
Racing Commission changed back to the closed 
claiming rule. Among hardboots there is a sort 
of tacit agreement that it is a _ reprehensible 
deed to claim a horse. So under the closed rule 
there is virtually no claiming in Kentucky. Asa 
matter of fact, there has been only one claim 
since the Latonia meeting started on May 26. 
The Cincinnati Trophy, in which the Braedal- 
bane Stable’s Weston was saddled for victory by 
Tom B. Young, was the feature of last Satur- 
day’s racing. The Enquirer Handicap will be run 
Saturday of this week, and on the following 
Saturday, June 30, the Latonia Derby, most im- 
portant event of the meeting, will be decided. 
There is a possibility that Cavalcade will be a 
starter for the Derby. 


The thirty-third running of the Cincinnati 
Trophy ($2,500 added, 2-year-olds, six furlongs) 
went to the Braedalbane Stable’s Weston (117), 
a 10 to 1 outsider, which, lying in second position 
for the first five furlongs, got up to win when 
Mrs. J. H. Whitney’s No Saint (119), the even- 
money favorite, tired in the stretch and dropped 
back. Jockey D. Taylor rushed the Whitney 
youngster into a commanding lead and turned 
into the stretch with four lengths to spare, but 
there No Saint stopped badly, and Jockey Gilbert 
Elston brought Weston along to win by a length 
and a half in the very slow time of 1:15. No Saint 
saved second position from W. E. Smith’s Sora 
(119), which ran an even race throughout. The 
others, in order, were Prince Pine (117), Poet 
Prince (119), Wild Gus (117), Cerro (112), 
Newell (112), Manners Man (117), Leo B. (119), 
Tripp Up (112), and Imigert (112). The Braedal- 
bane Stable is the racing name of Desha Breck- 
inridge, editor of The Lexington Herald, and his 
long-time friend and political associate, Jouett 
Shouse, who carry on their racing and Thor- 
oughbred breeding activities on a modest scale.

The Association is sending out this week 
to its members the first of the bulletins which it 
will issue occasionally. The bulletin has to do 
with progress made toward the control of abor- 
tion epidemics such as that which occurred at 
Shoshone Stud in 1932-33 and that which was en- 
tirely halted at John Hay Whitney’s Llangollen 
Stud, Lexington, last winter after 11 mares had 
aborted. 

Concerning Equipoise, Major Beard said that 
C. V. Whitney had decided to have the champion 
trained in the East and shipped to Arlington 
Park only for the stakes engagements he may fill 
there. He indicated also there is still a strong 
chance that Equipoise may be shipped to Cali- 
fornia if the proposed $100,000 race materializes 
next winter. 


RIDDLE VISITS FARAWAY 


Samuel D. Riddle, accompanied by his friend 
Fred Ford, of Media, Pa., is visiting his Faraway 
Farm, Lexington, for a few days. Mr. Riddle in- 
forms THE BLOOD-HORSE that he has come to a 
decision never to have more than 20 horses in 
his string, and that he will therefore send several 
yearlings from Faraway Farm to the Fasig- 
Tipton Company sales at Saratoga in August.

ILLINOIS 


WASHINGTON PARK AND ARLINGTON 


ATURDAY of this week marks the end of 

the Washington Park Jockey Club’s 27 days 
of racing. The Illinois Oaks, $2,500 added, will 
feature the final program. The following Mon- 
day, June 25, Chicago’s racing crowds will turn 
their attention to Arlington Park, which, since 
its reorganization under its present management, 
has provided the best racing West of the Alle- 
ghenies. The Arlington Park meeting this year 
promises to be quite up to the standard of pre- 
vious seasons. The stakes have higher endow- 
ments, on the average, than those of any other 
track in the country, though the purse minimum 
will be $800, as at Washington Park. The track 
proper, one of the best-kept in the country, had 
new top-soil last fall. Roy Carruthers, Arling- 
ton Park’s wide-awake managing director, has 
inaugurated a new system which will make the 
course the best-policed in America. All stable 
employees must have identification cards bearing 
their pictures, and the night police patrol will 
be doubled in size. Tampering with horses will 
be proportionately more difficult. 

Mr. Carruthers announced last week that, since 
the Illinois Racing Commission has issued a 
ruling against complimentary race track tickets, 
the Arlington Park Jockey Club has decided to 
offer season badges (30 days) at $15 plus $1.50 
tax for the grandstand and at $30 plus $3 tax 
for the clubhouse. The prices, he said, are as 
low as the association is permitted to make them. 
Daily admission prices will be $1 plus 30 cents 
tax (10 cents federal, 20 cents state) for the 
grandstand, and $2 plus 40 cents tax (20 cents 
federal, 20 cents state) for the clubhouse. 


NAVANOD WINS PEABODY MEMORIAL 
Gaining his first victory in eight starts this 
season, the 4-year-old Navanod (106), of Rogers 
Caldwell’s Brentwood Stable, riden by Jockey 
Jack Westrope, won the seventh running of the 
Francis S. Peabody Memorial Handicap ($2,500 
added, 3-year-olds and upward, 114 miles) at 
Washington Park June 16. N. W. Church’s 7- 
year-old Plucky Play (118), carrying top weight, 
followed to win second money, a neck in advance 
of the Coldstream Stud Stable’s Marmion (104), 
which finished fast to defeat the early pace- 
maker Clarify (115) for third position. The field 
of eight was away slowly, with Clarify setting a

NO FREE ADMISSIONS 


Beginning with the Arlington Park meeting, 
opening June 25, the only tickets of admission to 
any race course in Illinois free of any charge, tax 
or otherwise, will be those issued to stockholders, 
officials, horse owners, trainers, riders, stable em- 
ployees, the working press and any other such 
persons whose duties require their presence on 
the grounds. Because the badges had already 
been distributed for the Fairmount Park meet- 
ing, scheduled to close July 4, the track to that 
date is exempted from the ruling made by the 
Illinois State Racing Commission at the request 
of heads of Illinois racing associations, after a 
conference of four hours, held in Chicago during 
the night of June 12. Present at the conference 
were Roy Carruthers, Arlington Park; Col. M. J. 
Winn, Washington Park and Lincoln Fields; Al- 
bert J. Sabath, Hawthorne, and Edward J. 
O’Hara, Sportsman’s Park. No representative of 
Fairmount Park, Collinsville, and Exposition 
Park, Aurora, was present, but it was stated that 
heads of those tracks are agreeable with the 
recommendations made to the State Racing Com- 
mission, which were as follows: 

We beg to call to your attention the menace to the 
successful operation of race tracks which threatens to 
endanger the future success of the sport and ask that 
you adopt suitable rules to counteract its effect. 

The custom of promiscuously issuing free and com- 
plimentary badges has become so prevalent in the last 
few years that today it has reached gigantic propor- 
tions. This custom does not prevail in other great 
racine centers and, if the racing of Thoroughbred 
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horses is to remain on a high standard in Illinois, steps 
must be taken immediately to abolish this practice. 

We, therefore, commend your ruling and action under 
the power vested in you to pass such regulations as 
will effectively meet this situation. 

We believe the legislature of this state had this in 
mind when it adopted the present statute and eliminat- 
ed only those directly connected with racing from the 
payment of the state tax on admissions. We all concur 
in this request and believe that such action on your 
part will greatly benefit the great sport of Thorough- 
bred horse racing. 


The official reply from the commission read: 


The racing associations, by petition in writing, have 
called the attention of the commission to the compli- 
mentary pass evil, which, they state, threatens to de- 
stroy the sport of horse racing in the State of Illinois, 
unless this evil is eliminated. 

The commission is in sympathy with their position 
in respect to this matter and feels that the issuance of 
complimentary passes is hiehly detrimental to the sport 
of horse racing, and is unfair to those members of the 
public who are not recivients of such gratuities, and 
have accordingly at the request of the associations 
adopted the following rule: 

“No association licensed hereunder shall issue com- 
plimentary badges or tickets of admission to its grounds 
at any race meeting commencing on and after June 25, 
1934, excepting to those persons exempted from the 
payment of the state admission tax under section 5 of 
the Act of the Legislature as amended July 5 and 8, 
1933, entitled ‘An Act to Provide for, Regulate and Li- 
cense Horse Racing in the state of Illinois,’ etc.” 

The track representatives attending the confer- 
ence agreed to a minimum admission charge of 
$1, which would include state and federal taxes. 
More than that may be charged by any associa- 
tion so desiring. The $1 charge would be divided 
20 cents to the State of Illinois; 8 cents to the 
United States Government, and 72 cents to the 
racing association. 


HAWTHORNE IMPROVEMENTS 


A new paddock, under the clubhouse grand- 
stand, will be ready for the Chicago Business 
Men’s Racing Association meeting at Hawthorne, 
replacing the infield paddock. Work on stables 
replacing those destroyed by fire last year has 
been recently completed.

N a report of the veterinarian, made June 12, 

that a test of saliva taken from Wedding 
Ring, which ran in the first race at Belmont 
Park on June 5, showed positive strychnine, 
Trainer E. Sietas and the horses in his charge 
were suspended and the case referred to the New 
York State Racing Commission. Wedding Ring 
finished tenth. 


RULED OFF AT LATONIA 


The Kentucky State Racing Commission an- 
nounced June 13 that Frank Gehring, Jr., part 
owner and trainer of Perkins, which won the 
sixth race at Latonia June 7, has been suspended 
and denied the privileges of the course for the re- 
mainder of the year, as a result of a chemist’s 
report that a sample of the horse’s saliva con- 
tained caffeine. The entry of Perkins also is 
denied for the remainder of the year.

DEATH OF “BILLY” GARTH 

T the home of his daughter, Mrs. Bessie 

Wingfield, at Charlottesville, Va., Wednesday 
afternoon, June 13, William (Billy) Garth, noted 
Virginia horseman, died suddenly. Mr. Garth 
was 71 years old and had 
been in failing health for 
several months. His 
career on the Turf had 
extended over 47 years. 
He was a good horseman 
with a sportsman’s heart 
and habits; was very 
popular and suc- 
cessful until a few years 
back, when he met with 
financial reverses. At his 
Inverness Farm near 
Charlottesville, he for 


years maintained a 
breeding and _ training 
establishment from 


which in the spring he 
shipped many fit horses 
to race at Maryland and 


New York tracks. He 
had horses of his own 
and also trained for 
others. Among his pa- 


trons were the late Sam- 
uel Ross, Admiral Cary 
T. Grayson, J. S. Cosden, 
a B. McLean and 
al Parr. It was with 
Mr. Parr’s Paul Jones in wee: ee 
1920 that Mr. Garth won the Kentucky Derby. 
Upset which had been second to Man o’ War in 
the Preakness that year was second to Paul 
Jones. As a young man, Mr. Garth was very 
powerful. He was the greatest amateur wrestler 
of his day in the East. He rode to hounds and 
was an intrepid equestrian. He had a love for 
game cocks and for a number of years had an 
annual pitting of his best birds against the best 
of the late John E. Madden’s white hackles from 
Hamburg Place. In talking with a friend at 
Charlottesville recently, Mr. Garth said that he 
doubted if he could have ever been satisfied to 
do anything other than breed and train horses. 
He said the race course had a great fascination 
for him and that he cherished the friends he had 
made on the Turf.

ON POST WINS NEWBURY SUMMER CUP 


RS. F. AMBROSE CLARK’S American-bred 

On Post last week, on June 14, scored the 
most important victory of his racing career in 
England when he captured the Newbury Summer 
Cup (1,000 sovereigns added, 1'2 miles). Under 
103 pounds he won by half a length from James 
V. Rank’s Foxbridge (108). Sir Alfred Butt’s 
Robber Chief (107) was third in the field of 
eight. On Post and Foxbridge were 6 to 1 each 
in the betting. It was the third flat race victory 
of the season for On Post, which has also been 
successful in hurdle racing in England. On Post, 
now a 5-year-old, was bred by Mrs. L. G. Kauf- 
man and foaled at Horace N. Davis’ Blue Grass 
Heights Farm at Lexington. At two he won 
the Walden Handicap at Pimlico. He is a bay 
horse by On Watch out of Kippy, by Broom- 
stick, second dam Seamstress, by *Star Shoot. 
FRENCH OAKS 

The Prix de Diane (French Oaks), about a 
mile and five-sixteenths, run at Chantilly June 4, 
was won by Marcel Boussac’s Adargatis, a 
12 to 1 outsider which scored by three lengths 
over the odds-on favorite, Leon Volterra’s Mary 
Tudor. Edward Esmond’s Rarity was third, a 
length behind Mary Tudor. Twelve others ran. 
The value of the race was 200,000 francs, or 
about $13,220 at current exchange rates. 

The Oaks winner is a bay filly by Asterus 
(by *Teddy) out of Helene de Troie, by Helicon 
(by Cyllene), second dam Lady of Pedigree, by 
St. Denis, third dam Doxa, by Melton. 

On the day the Prix de Diane was run the 
American owner William (Palmer House) Ryan 
scored a victory in the Prix des Ecuries with the 
gcod mare Eadhild, by *Teddy’s son Aethelstan. 
Of the five races at Chantilly that day, five were 
won by granddaughters of *Teddy. Besides Ead- 
hild and Adargatis the other was Brunanburgh, 
a 3-year-old filly by Aethelstan, sire of Eadhild.

The statistics compiled in the office of THE 
BLOoD-HORSE show that, including June 16, and 
accounting for first monies only, there have been 
in North America this year a total of 5,337 races 
worth $2,648,205, an average of $496.20 a race. 
These races were won by 2,724 horses sired by 
576 stallions, an average of ahout 4.7 winners per 
stallion. While no figures are available for an 
exactly corresponding date in 1933, the average 
first money per race last year, as shown by sta- 
tistics of both June 3 and July 1, was approxi- 
mately $527. Thus it will be seen that the aver- 
age money per race for all horses is lower than 
last year, despite the fact that the average money 
distributed to 2-year-olds this year is higher than 
at a corresponding date last year.
